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Internationally renowned Swedish soprano Elisabeth Sdderstrém 
made her debut at the Court Theatre in Drottingham.after studies 
in Stockholm. Since that time she has won consistent praise in 
opera, recital and with orchestra and has been acknewledged as sone 
of the greatest singers of our time. 


A resident member of the Royal Opera, Stockholii, Elisabeth 
Séderstrém is a highly-regarded guest at the world's major opera 
houses, including the Metropolitan Opera, the Viena State Gpera, 
Royal Opera House, Covent Garden, Munich State Opera and Glynde- 
bourne as well as all leading European festivals. King Gustav 
Adolf of Sweden appointed her Court Singer in 1959 and she has 
been a member of the Swedish Royal Academy of Music since 1965. 


Miss Sdderstrom's operatic repertoire encompasses well over 
fifty reles. She is especially renowned for her portrayals of 
the heroines in Janacek--"dJenufa", "Katya Kabanova", Emilia Marty 
in "The Makropoutos Affair"--and in Strauss--the Marschallin in 
"Der Rosenkavalier", Ariadne in “Ariadne auf Naxos", the Countess 
in "Capriccio", Christine in "Intermezzo". She has given numerous 
televised recitals in Edinburgh and elsewhere, has appeared in a 
dozen operas broadcast on Swedish television and recently her 
Countess in "Capriccio" at Glyndebourne wes seen and heard by 
millions of television viewers. 


Miss Séderstrém's extraordinary versatility is also reflected 
in her recordings, which cover recital, opera and orchestra from 
Monteverdi through Mozart, Beethoven and. Mahler to Strauss and 
Janacek. She has recorded two volumes of Rachmaninoff Songs with 
Vladimir Ashkenazy at the piano; they are soon to record a third. 

She is heard as Katya Kabanova on the Decca recording with the 
Vienna Philharmonic under the direction of Charles Mackerras.
